sting of the U-boat was drawn.

signing of the armistice halted further 
ravaging of the submarine, and ship­ 
ping sailed forth no longer in dread of 
the torpedo or the guns of the under­ 
sea craft. Nevertheless ships are en­ 
dangered by other marine agencies of 
death, and the mariner cannot be sure 
that these hazards won’t He in his 
path for months to come and do him ] 
harm when and where least expected, j 
Already the navies of the allied na­ 
tions have undertaken the hazardous 
work of clearing the recognized mine 
fields in European waters, and by the 
use of wire drags propose to remove i 
every mine that still Is held in posi­ 
tion by its moorings. The chief dan-j 
ger to the mine sweepers and to com- i 
merce In general lies, however. In the j 
derelict mine, which has been washed 
from Its original position and is likely 
to be found In the North sea, in the 
Gulf stream, on the shores of the Unit- j 
ed States or In any other location to 
which the current, tide or winds may j 
drive the mine with Its charge o fT N T , 
which Is notably inert to the action 
of water and will retain Its destructive 
potentialities until the charge Is ex­ 
ploded. 
Many Ships Sunk by Mines. 
Early in December the British war­ 
ship Cassandra struck u mine in the 
Baltic and went down with the loss of 
'11 men. In January a British freighter 
foundered off Middlesborough after 
hitting a mine and her crew was lost, i 
A few* days later the French ship 
Chaoula stumbled upon a mine in the 
Straits of Mdssina and went t«> flu* bot­ 
tom In four minutes. 
Four hundred 
and sixty persons on board were lost. 
J The British sloop i’enarth was sunk 
by a mine 23 miles from the mouth of 
the Tyne. 
Scarcely a day passes, in 
fact, that some British, Norwegian, 
Swedish or other craft is not sunk or 
crippled by a mine In the North sea. 
Navigation hus become so hazardous 
that niapy craft proceed only by day, 
thus lessening the danger of coming 
Into contact with the dreaded dere­ 
licts.

“Against this mass of men and mn-1 
terial the duke of Wuertemberg had ■ 
only 25 inferior divisions, amounting j 
to about 100,000 men and less than ! 
1,000 guns. 
“The German general staff was fully ! 
aw are of the gravity of the situ atio n .! 
They understood the aim of the allies j 
first to encltcle Metz and then enter 
Lorraine and finally invade Rhenish j 
Prussia. 
“The German forces were disorgan­ 
ized, used up. played out. 
“Then they learned Novemlier 12 was » 
the «lay set for the attack.

Corporal Manning was in 
charge of an 
automatic rifle 
squad during an assault by his 
battalion on the strongly forti­

heights 
overlooking 
the 
Ourcq river for the purpose of 
exploiting the successful 
pas­ 
sage of the stream. 
During the 
advance on the hill his platoon 
commander was killed and Just 
as the crest was reached the 
platoon sergeant was wounded. 
Corporal Manning then assumed 
command of the platoon, which

Mr. Grace, Former Druggist, in Cri- 


tical Condition and Unable to 


Give Coherent Statement. 


Mystery surrounds the death of 


Mrs. Sarah Grace, wife of Joshua 
Grace, 
former 
Milroy 
druggist, 


whose dejid body was found in the 
kitchen of her home in Milroy Sun- 
day morning at eight o'clock. She 
was lying on the floor, her 
head, 


which was badly burned, only a few 
inches from a lighted .gas connect- 
ion which had been pulled frqm the 
kitchen hot plate. • 


Mr. Grace was lyin<* on the bed in 


an adjoining room unconscious from 
the effects of escaping gas, 
when 


neighbors broke 
into 
the 
house. 


Mr. Grace was partially revived in a 
few hours, hut not 
sufficiently 
<to 


make Coherent statement 
of 
the 


events of the night. His condition 
today was still regarded as critical 
and there was said to be some doubt 
iibout 'his recovery. 


>Ie -was, fl'linost asphyxiated from 


the gas which had been turned on in 
the bedroom. The rubber hose con- 
nection on Hie heating stove 
was 


pulled loose before the' gas was 
turned on. 


Gas was turned on and lighted in 


the room west of rhe kiteben 
and 


north of the bedroom. Holes about 
•a foot square were burned in 
the 


floor in the kitchen and 
the room 


to the west, and the woodwork in 
both scorched. 
The mantle in 
the 


west room was burned away and a 
lamp wlnVh was sitting on it fell to 
the floor. 


Whether the tragedy was the re: 


suit of -a suicide pact may never be 
known. It is stated that Mr. Grace, 
when he regained partial conscion-;- 


, ness, acted as if he might have been 


suffering from an overdose of mor- 
phine, dn addition to being overcome 
by gas. 


It is not believed that Mrs. Grace 


met death by burning because it 
would be a physical impossibility to 
lie down before a fire and burn to 
death. There are said to be no mark's 
on Mrs. Grace's body 
to indicate 


that she was killed by a blow and 
dragged in front of the fire^ 


Decision as to whether a post- 


mortem should be held over the body 
of Mrs. Grace-was withheld pending 
further investigation of the ease by 
the county coroner,'Br.

SEPARATE TREATIES FOLLOW 


French Foreign Minister's Statement 


League Will Not be Included 
Brings Denial 'From Wilson 


(By United Press.) 


Paris, 'Mar. 17.—'Final action on 


the military terms of the prelimin- 
ary peace treaty with Germany was 
to he taken by 
the supreme war 


council this afternoon. 


The tre-.ity will be .presented to 


the Germans about March 
2~>, 
ac- 


cording to general opinion today. 


While the forthcoming treaty with 


Germany is termed preliminary,, it is 
to all intents and purposes final. 


It fixes tha't; country's 
military 


and naval status, defines iti bound- 
aries and disposes of the questions 
of reparation and economic freedom. 
It will not be really effective, how- 
ever, until ft is ratified by all on a 
fixed percentage 
of the signatory- 


nations. The period for ratification 
by the allied nations may be at 
least 40 to 60 days. This will give 
an opportunity for the calling of a 
special session of the American con- 
gress thus enabling the senate 
to 


.act. Germany probably will be given 
0. much shorter period in which 
to 


accept the terms.

Following this preliminary 
peace 


with Germany there will be separate 
treaties with Austria, Turkey and 
Bulgaria: then the general 
treaty 


which will clean up nil loose ends, 
co-ordinate the separate pacts, es- 
tablish 
any 
remaining interallied 


•boundaries, etc. 


Foreign Minister 
Pichon's claim- 


that tbe league of .nations will not 
be included in the preliminary peace 
treaty was emphatically ilculjd to- 
day in American official circles. 


President Wilson and other Am- 


erican commissioners insist 
on its 


inclusion, it was stated. 


"It was a 
surprise that Pichon 


should hold views to the contrary. 
The president, it is known, intends 
to make a strong attempt for the 
inclusion of the ' league. He said 
that France and Great Britain need- 
ed the league even more than Am- 
erica. 


Early peace is desired by Presi- 


dent Wilson and he holdsr that 
in- 


clusion of the league in the pact i? 
vital to America. 


Pichon yesterday declared tha't 


although 
the fundamental princi- 


plt's of the final peace are laid down 
in the preliminary treaty, the lea- 
gue of nation probably will not be 
included. He said that Wilson had 
not asked that it be included. The

their numerical inferiority. It is now 
proposed that the 'bundesrat -(upper 
legislative house) be abolished -and 
a new soviet congress established in 
its place, representing all working 
groups.

Sweeping the Seas for Mines. 


During the war mine sweepers wcrs 


constantly at work. Groat Britain had 
no fewer than 700 craft to tlo this 
work around the British isles alone. 
Each month the mine sweepers combed 
4601000 square miles of the sea, and to 
accomplish this they steamed more 
than 1,250,000 miles. In 1917 they gar- 
nered 43,000 German mines. In 1919 
up to October 1 they had harvested 
14,000 mines. In this hazardous work 
more than 150 British sweepers were 
blown to atoms and their crews lost 


Now all the allies are preparing to 


sweep the planted areas In an effort, to 
gather up every possible mine. In 
gome sections the removal of mines 
has begun. In other areas tlje fields 
will not be touched, until after the 
signing of peace terms. The task be- 
fore the nations Is to sweep the seas 
free of the vast, army of submarine 
weapons, nnd ctoj It, despite the haz- 
ards involved, with the least possible 
delay. But no matter how rapidly 
this work may be prosecuted there still 
remains the disquieting likelihood of a 
considerable percentage of these mines 
breaking loose or being carried, ancho 
and all, into areas remote from their 
original position.

Allies Planned to Deliver-Super- 


stroke Against Huns on 


November 12. 


The greatest battle of history was to 


have started on November 12, 1918. 


That was the day set for a super- 


stroke by the allies. 


To save themselves a crashing de- 


feat the Germans surrendered—sign- 
ing the armistice 24 bonrs before the 
dreaded blow was to fall. 


This Is the postwar revelation made 


by Paris Excelsior, which says: 


"While furious fighting was going on 


In the north of France, the German 
general staff was preoccupied with its 
Alsace-Lorraine front For more than 
a month they feared a surprise attack 
in this quarter. 


"Through the secret service the Ger- 


mans learned an important movement 
was under preparation by the allies on 
the Lorraine front. The concentration 
of masses of troops before Briey was 
reported to them. They learned that 
600,000 men under command of Gen. 
de Cast'elnan were being got ready to 
leap forward and carry the war Into 
German soil. 


"The allied units were of picked di- 


visions, and the Germans were para- 
lyzed with fear. They were menaced 
by 3,000 cannons of all caliber along a 
70-kilometer front. 
The allies were 


ready to sweep a path through the 
German line with 300 tanks waiting for 
the word. 


"Against this mass of men and ma- 


terial the duke of Wuertemberg had 
only 25 inferior divisions, amounting 
to about 160,000 men and less than 
1,000 guns. 


"The German general staff was fully 


aware of the gravity of the situation. 
They understood the aim of the allies 
first to encircle Metz and then enter 
Lorraine and finally invade* Rhenish 
Prussia. 


"The German forces were disorgan- 


ized, used up, played out. 


"Then they learned November 12 was 


the day set for the attack. They found j 
this out on November 6. The next day 
they asked for an armistice—and got 
It just in time to save their armies 
from complete disaster."

Though he himself waa severely 
wounded and waa the only sur- 
vivor of his squad, this soldier 
led forward the 85 effectives re- 
maining in the platoon .against 
an enemy strong point which 
was wired'. Intrenched and de- 
fended by. machine guns and 
dominated the entire Ourcq val- 
ley. He waa repeatedly wound- 
ed, bat he succeeded In getting. 
• foothold at this strong point 
with tint Mven men remaining 
with him. W^ille the Jatter con- 
solidated their position under j 
his direction, with the platoon i 
on the flank, be held off a con- 
siderable number of the enemy 
90 yards away by Are from his 
automatic rifle. He remained 
In this position vntn the entire 
line had been consolidated, when 
he crawled back to shelter, ha*- 
ln» received nine wmiwla.
